on WPA projects for 18 consecutive 
months, excepting veterans, be re¬ 
leased and that their certification be 
canceled. In Morgan county 617 per¬ 
sons are employed off WPA rolls. Of 
these. 358 persons fall within the 
meaning of the act and must be re¬ 
leased before August 31. 

The act provides all persons re¬ 
leased may reapply to their local 
agent for recertification. All of those 
recertified will then be placed in the 
''awaiting assignment file," Mr. Good¬ 
man said. The act. it is said, presumes 
that persons severed from relief rolls 
shall find private employment during 
the thirty days between the time of 
layoff and the time they become eligi¬ 
ble for application for recertification. 

Recertification at the end of thirty 
days does not mean reemployment, it 
is pointed out. In the state there are 
now 10.000 persons already certified 
who never have had WPA employ¬ 
ment and to whom will go. as far as 
is possible, the places made vacant by 
the “eighteen month" requirement. 

Along with the "eighteen month” 
lists compiled at the Louisville offipe 
for dismissal during August, addi¬ 
tional lists of those who have been 
employed 17 months and 16 months 
ar e being prepared for dismissal dur- 
ing September and October, respect¬ 
ively. Under the act the process will 
be continuous.

SOIL MAINTENANCE 


The holding of the soil should be 
viewed as a trust, its value to be 
maintained or increased in the hold¬ 
ing. So declares Prof. P. E. Karraker, 
agronomist of the university of Ken¬ 
tucky college of agriculture, in a cir¬ 
cular dealing with Kentucky soils. 
He tells, in a simple way, how prop¬ 
erly to manage Kentucky soils, and 
especially how to maintain and in¬ 
crease their productiveness. 

Other statements introducing chap¬ 
ters follow: 

The restoration and maintenance of 
the productivity of Kentucky's soils j 
is vital to her well being. 

Unrestrained soil erosion inevitably j 
leads to land destruction. 

Liming, the use of phosphates, and j 
the growing of legumes are basic to 1 
the restoration and maintenance of 
soil productivity. Almost as if by 
/nagic. the proper use of these prac-i 
tices makes good soil out of poor and I 
brings about a prosperous agriculture 1 
in much of Kentucky. 

A prosperous farming community 
is shown by its attractive homes, good 
barns, well fed livestock, and, even 
more truly, by a generous acreage of 
legumes and legume grass sod crops. 

To rind out what nutrients are de¬ 
ficient in soils for crops and how to 
supply them is a necessary part of 
farming. 

How plants grow is a fascinating 
study and the products of plant 
growth bulk large in our present day 
civilization.

VENTILATE TOBACCO BARNS 

Both the quality and the weight of 
the tobacco crop depends partly upon 
the type of ventilation provided in 
barns during curing. For an acre of 
fire cured tobacco, by the time the 
leaf is cured there is an average loss 
of 800 gallons of water, according to 
recent tests made by the Kentucky 
agricultural experiment station. 

For all types of tobacco grown in 
this state the best ventilation is pro¬ 
vided by the ridge ventilator, supple¬ 
mented by horizontal ground venti¬ 
lators. In addition, vertical side door 
ventilators should be built on air¬ 
curing barns. 

Information on how to build ridge 
ventilators on both new and old 
barns, how to use air circulation in 
curing burley, fire cured and dark air ( 
cured tobaccos, control for the vari-l 
ous stages of curing, and other ma¬ 
terial is discussed in circular no. 335, 
entitled "Ventilation of Tobacco 
Barns." This may be obtained tree I 
from county afrm agents, or by writ- < 
ing to the college of agriculture at 
Lexington.

Here are a few ways to help your 
general condition and your disposition

(1) Take two teaspoon fills a day of 
a good grade of cod liver oil. whether 
you like it or not. Don't think that 
just because you aren't a baby any 
| more you are too old to lake Thi- 
' will gi\i you vitamins A and D. 

1 ! (2) Eat some l'resh fruit eve: y day, 

' i preferably oranges, grapefruit, ot 
tomatoes. If you can't get the Lesit 
[ fruit, then you may get some help 
| from a half cupful or so of the canned 
j products, such as grapefruit juice, or 
j tomato juice. This will give you 
vitamin C. 

I (3 l You tune still to insure yourself 
j a good supply of the vitamin B com¬ 
plex. If you can afford it, you can 
get yoqr vitamin B by eating plenty 
of good lean meat. That way has the 
advantage that it tastes good. A more 
economical way is to eat a yeast cake 
a day. A still more economical way, 
and one that I would recommend, is 
to get a sack of wheat “shorts" from 
the feed store, or from a flour mill, 
and use it in your corn bread, in your 
pancakes, and as a cereal itself, with 
cream on it. 

(4) Keep your bowels working 
properly by eating a good helping of 
some cooked fruit or vegetable at 
every meal, by drinking plenty of 
water, and by adopting regular habits. 

(5) Use only the iodized salt for 
cooking and table. Your body needs 
small amounts of iodine, and lack of 
it may cause you to develop a goiter, 
especially if you are still young and 
growing. There are some sections of 
this county where the soil, water, and 
vegetables contain practically no 
iodine, consequently, if the people in 
those sections are to get it, it has to 
be added from outside.
